

‘Star Wars’ expert , denies charges 

WASHINGTON (R) « — America’s chief "Star Wars* - ' scientist 
Friday denied charges by Soviet President Konstantin Chernenko 
that the United Statesmjght use a space-based defence system to 
back up a_nuclear strike Against the Soviet Union. “ I not only deny 
it, I resent it,” physicist Gerold Yonas said in a rare and wide- 
ranging. interview with Reuters on President Reagan's proposed 
anti-missile system, known as the Strategic Defence Initiative 
(SD1). “ If they (Soviet leaders) really believe that, then clearly we 
. need to 'talk to each other a lot more so they understand that no 
■ American president is going to launch a first strike against the 
Soviet Union,” Mr.'Yonas said. He was asked about Mr. Che- 
rnenko's statement Thursday that U.S. deployment of space- 
based defensive weapons such as lasers, would be designed to 
shield the United States against retaliation after a first strike (See 
, page 8).

Egyptians burn Israeli flag 


CAIRO (AP) — Anti-Israeli demonstrators Friday burned rep- 
licas of the Israeli flagon Cairo's exhibition grounds to protest the 
Jewish state's participation in the 17th international bookfair. It 
was the third such demonstration since the fair opened on Jan. 22. 
It was staged despite the closure to the public of the far wings 
housing pav ill ions of Israeli and other foreign publishers who do 
not have resident Egyptian representatives. The demonstrators 
shouted slogans like “No to the peace treaty (with Israel).'"' No to 
normalisation of relations (with Israel)” and “Get Out. Sasson.” 
Moshe Sasson is Israers ambassador to Egypt. The demonstrators 
burned two crudely painted replicas of the Israeli flag. One anti- 
American slogan was heard: “Out with Zionism and American 
imperialism.” Uniformed and plainclothes police stationed on the 
pounds did not intervene and there was no violence, witnesses 
said.

BAHRAIN (Agencies) — Iraq said its armed 
forces smashed an Iranian counter-offensive 
in the central sector of the battlefront Friday 
where Baghdad reported its troops earlier 
had punched holes in Tehran’s positions. 


' Meanwhile, ihe head of the 
45-nation Organisation of Islamic 
Conference (OIC) announced a 
new mediation effort was under 
way to end the S2-month-oId Gulf 

war. 

. Large-scale skirmishing was 
started last Monday by Iraq, 
which said some 40,000 troops 
hadseized strategic positions from 
Iran in the central sector of the 
1.180-kilqrnerre warfront. 

A similar Iraqi offensive was 
reported by the Iraqi high com- 
mand last Thursday, and acc- 
ording to a Baghdad military spo- 
kesman, key positions were cap- 
tured from the Iranians. 

Arab military analysts and dip- 
lomats in Baghdad and Bahrain- 
theorised the Iraqis want to str- 
engthen their positions in the cen- 
tral sector of the warfront in order 
to breach the northwestern Ira- 
nian flank a ear Basra.

He said that Jordan's 
support for a sister Arab state cau- 
sed Syria to launch information 
campaigns, and recriminations 
against Jordan which upholds 1 
Arab solidarity and is committed 
to Arab summit resolutions and 
the Joint Arab Defence Pact.

W.German industrialist 
killed in guerrilla attack 


MUNICH (R) — A top West 
German arms industry executive 
has died in hospital after being 
shot at his; home near Munich Fri- 
day. apparently by guerrillas of 
the outlawed Red Army Faction 
(RAF), police said. 

Erast Zimmermann. 55. was 
shot once in the head by a man 
with a sub-machine gun who for- 
ced his way into the industrialist’s 
suburban home after his wife ope- 
ned, the back door to' a woman cla- 
iming to have a letter for hand del- 
ivery. 


Doctors were unable to save his 
life. • • 

The gunman and his woman 
accomplice were both aged about 
25. They tied Mr. Zimmermann 
and his wife up and gagged the 
wife, then dragged the ind- 
ustrialist to a bedroom and shot 
him. 

An anonymous caller to a news 
agency later claimed res- 
ponsibility for the attack in the 
name of the “Patrick O'Hara 
Squad".

TEL AVIV (R) — The Israeli cab- 
inet minister responsible for rel- 
ations with the Arab World said in 
an interview published Friday that 
he would be willing to meet Y asser 
Arafat if the Palestine Liberation 
Organisation (PLO) Chairman 
recognised Israel. 

The Ha’aretz newspaper quo- 
ted the minister, Ezer Weizman, 
as saying: “1 would be willing to 
meet with Yasser Arafat if he' is 
ready to recognise the state of Isr- 
ael. 

“ If Arafat or any other leader of 
authority says. ‘I recognise IsraeL- 
I want to talk with it about coe- 
xistence', then he will be wel- 
come.” 

Mr. Weizman, minister without 
portfolio, is a former defence min- 
ister once known for his hawkish 
political views. His played a key 
role in negotiating the 1978 Camp 
David accords with Egypt and 
struck up a persona] rapport with 
Egypt's late President Anwar 
Sadat. 

Mr. Weizman also has res- 
ponsibility for Israeli Arabs and 
has been active in trying to pro- 
mote closer relations with 
Egypt- He is known to be close to 
Prime Minister Shimon Peres. 


Paris recalls ambassador from India 


NEW DELHI (AP) — French 
Ambassador Serge Boidevaix was 
recalled home amid allegations 
that France was involved in India’s 
biggest spy scandal since ind- 
ependence. the Indian gov- 
ernment announced Friday. 

The withdrawal of Mr. Boi- 
devaix followed the recall Jan. 20 
of- the French embassy’s deputy 
mDitary attache. Colonel Alain 
BoOey, who was accused in news . 
.reports of buying classified Indian 
defence documents. 

■ Salman Haidar, spokesman of 
India's Externa] Affairs Ministry, 
.said the French government inf- 
ormed India of the recall in a mee- 
ting Wednesday in Paris between 
French Foreign Minister Roland 
Dumas and Indian Ambassador 
Narendra$ingb. 

The spokesman declined to say 
if the recall was made at India’s 
requestor if the French envoy was ■ 


leaving in connection with the spy 
case. 

The espionage case, broken 
mid-January, involved the lea- 
kage of defence and other state 
secrets to unidentified foreigners. 
The Indian government has so far 
not named the country or cou- 
ntries involved or said what sec- 
rets were leaked. 

Without naming Col. Bolley or 
- France, the Indian government 
recently told parliament that “an 
agent of a foreign power based in* 
India” was withdrawn after being 
caught stealing national secrets. 
Press reports have cited French 
intelligence, the U.S. Central Int- 
elligence Agency and even Soviet 
intelligence as among the rec- 
ipients of the secrets. 

The Hindu newspaper reported 
that Mr. Boidevaix, who took up 
his assignment in January 1983, 
* was not directly involved in the 


espionage but was recalled bec- 
ause he had to bear the res- 
ponsibility for Col. Holley’s act- 
ions. 

There was no immediate word 
when the French envoy would 
leave India. French embassy off- 
icials said he was still in New Delhi 
and was not preparing to leave 
immediately. 

Relations between India, and 
' France, soured by the spy case, 
have expanded rapidly since Pre- 
sident Francois Mitterrand won 
elections in 1981 and formed his 
socialist government. • 

At least three French cabinet 
ministers visited India Jast.year to 
promote bilateral trade and eco-. 
nomic. cooperation. Mr. Mit- 
terrand attended a small-scale 
non-aligned summit meeting cal- 
led last year in New York by the 
late Indian Prime Minister Indira 
Gandhi.

AMMAN — The Lower House of 
Parliament recessed Thursday 
after concluding its second regular 
four-month term with a session 
during which the House endorsed 
an amendment to a travel tax law 
and 10 other provisional and 
amended laws. 

According to the amended tra- 
vel tax law. all those carrying Jor- 
danian passports would have to 
pay travel tax fees for each pas- 
sport regardless the number of 
faraDy members registered in it. 

Under the law. those travelling 
by land or sea will be paying J D 5 
while those travelling by air will 
pay JD 10. The amended law 
eased the burden on Jordanians 
who have many children reg- 
istered in their passports. 

The House's Fin an rial Com- 
mittee explained in a statement 
that the law in question was under 
thorough discussion and debate 
after which two opinions eme- 
rged: First, a rejection of the law 
for its violation of Article 94 of the 
Constitution and the second in 
favour of looking into the law with 
a recommendation to the cabinet 
“not to issue provisional law unl- 
ess in accordance with the Con- 
stitution.” 

The committee called on the 
government to convene an ext- 
raordinary session whenever there 
was an urgency to issue a law while 
the House is in recess. Article 94 
in the Constitution stipulates that 
no laws are to be issued by the 
government during parliament’s 
recess unless they were urgent and 
could not be postponed. 

After a vote, the second opinion . 
was’ endorsed "with the 1 ame- 
ndment. 

For those travelling by land, 
cars carry ing temporary admission 
plates are exempted from tax. 

During the two-hour debate. 
Deputy Abdul Baqi Gammoh cal- 
led on the House to exempt Jor- 
danian students and those tra- 
velling for medical treatment abr- 
oad from paying the travel fees. 
But. he said, “it is all right to imp- 
ose a departure i.i\ •>:> ihosc tra- 
velling for pleasure and to visit 
night clubs.” 

In a speech he delivered. Dep- 
uty Ahmad Kofahi said that the 
government's decision to raise the 


travel lax by 500 per cent for those 
travelling by land and sea and by 
333 per cent for air travellers “is 
not consistent with the principle of 
gradual increase” usually adopted 
by the government. 

“Thus," he said, "I suggest that 
the tax be paid on each passport 
and not each traveller as it is often 
necessary for some people to acc- 
ompany their children when tra- 
velling." 

Deputy Salman (Judah insisted 
on the necessity to keep the text of 
the law the same as passed by the 
Financial Committee because 
“the government's treasury is in 
need of as much income as pos- 
sible to carry out development 
projects and because the tax imp- 
osed is much less than that cha- 
rged by neighbouring countries.” 

In another suggestion. Deputy 
Yussef Athem called on the 
House to exempt from the tax 
those living near the borders of 
neighbouring countries like 
Aqaba and Ma'an. He explained 
that those citizens who cross the 
borders to work, arc. generating 
income to the Kingdom that sho- 
uld not be ignored. He said imp- 
osing tax on those people could 
discourage them from crossing the 
borders. 

Justice Minister Ahmad Tar- 
.awneh said ihe law was con- 
stitutional in the first place, as the 
principle of the “disassociation of 
authorities" during the par- 
liament’s recess makes legislation 
the responsibility of the executive 
authority. 

A suggestion by Mr. Tarawneh 
to postpone the discussion of the 
law to another session was rej- 
ecicd by the House.

Education Council to study the 
possibility of establishing national 
□on -commercial universities and 
called on the government to all- 
ocate a plot of land in an app- 
ropriate area in Ma’an to be uti- 
lised in the future for establishing 
a Jordanian University. 

The House referred to the For- 
eign Affairs Committee a sug- 
gestion by Deputy Mufid Mub- 
aslat to issue a statement den- 
ouncing an official U.S. ann- 
ouncement of its intention to inc- 
rease its military and financial aid 
to Israel. 

During its second four-month 
term, the House endorsed 129 
laws while 144 laws are still under 
consideration by the Legal Com- 
mittee. There are 21 other laws 
under the consideration of the rest 
of the committees in the House. 

According to informed sources, 
the House will be reconvened in 
an extraordinary term on Feb. 20 
for the period of three months, 
dedicated only for the discussion 
of provisional and draft laws ref- 
erred to the House by the gov- 
ernment. 

After Thursday’s session, Mr. 
Fayez sent a cable to His Majesty 
King Hussein in which he thanked 
the King for his letter last week to 
Prime Minister Ahmad Obeidat. 

The King’s letter called for the 
preservation of Arab customs and 
traditions and for the protection of 
national institutions and not to 
offend- these institutions with 
media attacks.

Negotiation only way for Mideast 
peace, Shultz tells U.S. Senate 


WASHINGTON (Agencies) — 
Negotiation is the way to end the 
Middle East turmoil, U.S. Sec- 
retary of State George Shultz ins- 
isted Thursday in an appearance 
before the Senate Foreign Rel- 
ations Committee. 

Mr. Shuhz was the lead-off wit- 
ness in a planned six-week exa- 
mination of American foreign pol- 
icy After delivering a 37-page 
opening statement, the secretary 
answered questions from the sen- 
ators on the panel. 

Responding to a question on the 
Middle East, Mr. Shultz said, “the 
way to get at the problems and 
tensions in the Middle East is for 
particularly the Arab states aro- 
und Israel to sit down with Israel 
-and negotiate out a peaceful arr- 
angement. That’s the way to go 
about it and that's what we’ve 
been trying to bring about." 

Mr. Shultz rejected a suggestion 
that a new Arab- Israeli war would 
require immediate U.S. and Sov- 
iet intervention. 

**I think if a war broke out 
today, Israel will give a very good 
account of itself,” the secretary 
said. “It would create great ten- 
sion, and obviously we would be 
discussing it with the Soviet 
Union, at a minimum for the sake 
of damage control. But we don't 
foresee any development that 
would lead us to want to come 
together with the Soviet Union for 
some sort of condom inum about 
.the Middle East.” 

The secretary confirmed that 
the Reagan administration has 
deferred for the present a pending 
request from Saudi Arabia for 
'additional U.S. military ass- 
istance. Mr. Shultz noted there are 
many dimensions to U.S. “sec- 
urity and strategic interests” in the 
Middle East that are related to 
Saudi Arabian policies and beh- 
aviour. “The capacity that Saudi 
Arabia has now has served both 
them and us in good stead rec- 


ently," the secretary pointed out, 
referring to the Gulf war between 
Iran and Iraq. He said he would 
not promise there would be no 
new request for arms sales to the 
Saudis, but acknowledged “we 
will have to justify them” to the 
Congress. 

Arms sales suspended 

The Reagan administration 
announced Thursday that it was 
.halting new arms sales to the Mid- 
dle East for several months while 
it prepared a “comprehensive rev- 
iew” of the connection between 
American “security assistance" 
and peace and stability in the reg- 
ion. 

It was the first time in the mem-, 
ory of senior State Department 
officials that there had been a del- 
iberate decision to suspend new 
arms sales to all Middle Eastern 
nations since the United States 
became a major supplier in the 
1960s. 

The officials said the decision to 
delay new arms sales had been 
made primarily to avoid an early 
clash with some members of Con- 
gress over a contemplated large- 
scale sale of F-15 aircraft and 
other equipment to Saudi Arabia. 

Supporters of Israel in Congress 
have expressed concern that arms 
sold to Saudi Arabia and other 
Arab countries could be used aga- 
inst the Israelis in a future Middle 
East war. The Reagan adm- 
inistration has supported arms 
sales to Saudi Arabia to help pro- 
tect in against Iran. 

The delay is also aimed at all- 
owing time for resolving sharp 
disagreements within the adm- 
inistration over policy for arms 
sales to Arab countries such as 
Jordan, Oman and Kuwait, the 
officials said. 

A third consideration, some off- 
icials said, is to reduce pressures 


on Israel, which is facing an eco- 
nomic crisis, to have to counter 
new sales to Arab countries by 
buying more expensive equipment 
for itself. 

Richard W. Murphy, assistant 
secretary of stale for Near Eastern 
and South Asian affairs, divulged 
the policy move in an appearance 
Thursday morning before the 
House of Representative Foreign 
Affairs subcommittee on Europe 
and the Middle East (See page 2). 

In a press briefing. White House 
Spokesman Larry Speakes said 
the administration’s review of 
Middle East arms sale policy will 
take four to six weeks, and will bar 
any new submission to Congress 
of proposals for arms transactions. 
He said it would be determined in 
the review how long the block on 
submissions to Congress would 
last. 

He said the administration is 
approaching the review in a com- 
prehensive manner, and is asking 
Congress not to make any dec- 
isions on arms until the review is 
completed. 

He stressed the point that after 
the review the administration will 
present to Congress "a com- 
prehensive package” with a “jus- 
tification and rationale for pro- 
posals in the security field. Our 
overall goal remains (he pursuit of 
peace and stability.” 

Mr. Speakes said the State' and 
Defence departments and the Nat- 
ional Security Council staff had 
decided this was a good time for 
such a review because some cha- 
nges are taking place in the region. 

Mr. Speakes said additional 
reasons are the return of Congress 
and the upcoming visits to Was- 
hington of Saudi Arabia's .King 
Fahd and Egyptian President 
Mubarak. He insisted there is no 
direct connection between the rev- 
iew and the Fahd visit, however.

12 killed 
as bomb 
explodes 
at Tripoli, 
mosque 

BEIRUT (Agencies) — A bomb- 
laden car exploded Friday outside 
a crowded mosque in Tripoli. 
Lebanon's second largest city, kil- 
ling 12 worshippers and ped- 
estrians and wounding 60 other 
civilians. 

Police said the automobile, a 
blue Mercedes, was packed with 
60 kilogrammes of TOT. It blew 
up at 12:45 p.m. (1045 GMT) 
when the Imam Ali Mosque was 
packed with worshippers for the 
noon prayers. 

The blast knocked down a 
three- metre high concrete wall 
around the courtyard of the newly 
built mosque, punched a two- 
metre hole in the ground and 
damaged buildings within a 500- 
metre radius, according to the pol- 
ice report. Chunks of concrete hit 
people, and the mosque was par- 
tially collaspsed.according to state 
radio. 

Residents said the explosion 
shook the entire city. 80 kil- 
ometres north of Beirut. They said 
burstsof machine gun and rifle fire 
echoed moments after the blast as 
militiamen of the Islamic Uni- 
fication Movement (Tawheed) 
encircled the neighbourhood. 

They said more than dozen cars 
parked butside the mosque were 
set ablaze and Firemen struggled 
for more than an hour until they 
brought the fires under control. 

The mosque was built by the 
T&atheed militia of Sheikh Saeed 
Shaaban. a fundamentalist Sunni 
Muslim preacher known as one of 
! ^banon's n«»st fier hardline 
Muslim leaders. 

Hundreds of people died in Tri- 
poli last year during months of str- 
eet fighting and shelling as Sheikh 
Shaaban’s forces battled for con- 
trol against the militia of the pro- 
Syrian Alawitc Arab Democratic 
Party, known as the Red Knights. 

Sheikh Shaaban. who calls him- 
self “the Prince or TawJjced," is 
fiercely anti-American, claiming 
on more than one occasion he 
would "level the sky scrappers in 
America to the ground." 

SLA men attacked 

Meanwhile in South Lebanon 
fighting with heavy machine-guns 
and rocket- propelled grenades 
erupted in Sidon Friday when 
about a dozen resistance com- 
mandos attacked pro- Israeli mil- 
itiamen. 

Armoured personnel carriers of 
the pro-Israel “South Lebanon 
Army” (SLA) milhia raked sus- 
pected positions of the com- 
mandos with heavy machine-gun 
fire. 

One SLA militiaman fired at 
the ground in front of a Reuter 
correspondent's car, ordering him 
out before running off as shooting 
intensified. 

There was no immediate word 
of casualties in the 30-minute bat- 
tle, which came as Israeli troops 
and their SLA allies prepare to 
leave the city in the first pan of a 
three-stage withdrawal from 
South Lebanon. 

The battle followed reports that 
the Israelis and the SLA have str- 
ipped down their forces in Sidon in 
readiness for the pullout and that 
underground Suuni sand ShiMte 
Muslim forces are ready to take 
over the city. 

Fighting erupted at about 3.30 
p.m. (1330 GMT). Minutes later, 
a van drove up and 10 more SLA 
men leaped out to join the battle. 
Half-a-dozen parked cars wre- 
cked by the shooting littered the 
streets. 

Three Israeli jeeps rolled thr- 
ough the area towards the nearby 
port as the fighting subsided, but it 
was not clear if the Israelis had 
joined in the fighting. 

In another attack during the 
afternoon, unidentified men shot 
dead an SLA gunman on a road 
southeast of Sidon, the sources 
said. 

A rocket hit an Israeli civil adm- 
inistration building near Nab- 
atiyeh Wednesday night but it was 
not known' whether there were 
ariy casualties. Lebanese security 
sources said. 

They said the attack took place 
in the village of Zibdin. two kil- 
ometres west of Nabatiyeh.

Murphy sees positive 
Mideast developments 


WASHINGTON tUSIA) — Assistant U.S. Secretary 
of State Richard Murphy has told a congressional 
panel that the Reagan administration believes 
“there have been positive developments”, in the 
pursuit of peace in the Middle East during the past 
year. 


Among these, according to Mr. 
Murphy, was Israeli Prime Min- 
ister Peres' offer to negotiate with 
Jordan without preconditions; 
.Jordan's agreement to host the 
Palestine National Council in 
Amman, which Mr. Murphy des- 
cribed as “a bold demonstration of 
his (King Hussein's) active int- 
erest in seeking the conditions for 
a peaceful settlement”: and [he 
Arab States' support of a peaceful 
settlement, “as most clearly evi- 
denced by the resumption of for- 
‘mal relations between Jordan and 
Egypt.” 

• Mr. Murphy told the House 
Foreign Affairs Subcommittee on 
the Middle East that the United 
States is ready to resume its role as 
full partner in the search for peace 
“whenever the parties are pre- 
pared to negotiate.” 

Mr. Murphy also assured sub- 
committee members that the Uni- 
ted States remains committed to 
President Reagans September 
1982 peace initiative. 

Following is the text of Mr. 
Murphy's prepared remarks: 

I welcome the opportunity to 
meet with you today to discuss 
recent developments in the Mid- 
dle East. 

Much has happened in the reg- 
ion sinc.e we met in September of 
last year. Including some small but 
significant steps in the pursuit of 
peace between Israel and its Arab 
neighbours. While it would be 
premature to judge that 1985 will 
be a year of dramatic advance in 
this process, we believe there have 
been positive developments. 

The first was in September, 
when Prime Minister Peres, in his 
inaugural address to the Israeli 
Knesset, offered to negotiate with 
Jordan without preconditions. 
Further, the government of Israel 
has taken steps which reflect its 
understanding of the need to cre- 
ate a climate in the region more 
conducive to successful neg- 
otiations. 

The second was the meeting of 
-the Palestine National Council 
(PNC) in Amman in November. 
King Hussein’s agreement to host 
the PNC was a bold dem- 
onstration of his active interest in 
seeking the conditions for a pea- 
ceful settlement which would add- 
ress Palestinian grievances while 
enhancing the security of both 
Jordan and Israel. 

At that meeting King Hussein 
proposed a coordinated 
Palestinian-Jordanian approach 
to negotiations based upon resr 
olution 242 and the convening of 
.an international conference. We 
.support Jordanian entry into neg- 
otiations with Israel as the ess- ', 
ential next step in the peace pro- 
cess. and we support the King's 
desire to find a way toward neg- 
otiations. At the same time, we 


continue to believe that a proposal 
for an international conference is 
neither realistic -nor productive. 

Third, the Arab states which 
support a peaceful settlement are 
more Adhesive than they have 
been for some time, as most cle- 
arly evidenced by the resumption 
of formal relations between Jor- 
dan and Egypt - 

The United States is ready to 
resume its role as full partner in 
the search for peace whenever the 
parties are prepared to negotiate. 
Those negotiations, in our view, 
will be based on Security Council 
Resolution 24 2, whose territory- 
■for-peace formula continues to 
enjoy broad acceptance by the 
international community. We our- 
selves remain committed to the 
positions in the president's Sept. 
1, I9S2 initiative, which is based 
on both Resolutions 242 and 338 
and the Camp David framework, 
and which remains a clear sta- 
tement of the positions we will 
support in the course of neg- 
otiations. It is not a prerequisite 
that the parties accept our pos- 
itions in advance of negotiations. 
Indeed, we anticipate that the par- 
ties will bring their own positions 
to the bargaining table. 

Our relationship with Israel has 
never been stronger. In recent 
months we have intensified our 
already close and productive coo- 
peration. A hallmark of this adm- 
inistration's policy toward the reg- 
ion is our unwavering com- 
mitment to Israel's security and 
well-being. Israel during this time 
has been focused on its two imm- 
ediate problems of the economy 
and withdrawal from Lebanon. In 
September, Prime Minister Peres 
•launched an economic sta- 
bilisation programme to restore a 
healthy Israeli economy, and fur- 
ther steps in this process continue. 

We have established, with Isr- 
ael. a joint economic development 
group to review recent Israeli eco- 
nomic policy and development 
plans and the role of U.S. ass- 
istance. The group has met twice 
thus far — in November and Dec- 
ember. and there were useful exc- 
hanges. The United States and 
Israel accept the principle that 
additional extraordinary U.S. 
economic assistance would only 
serve a useful purpose in the con- 
text of a comprehensive Israeli 
economic reform programme. Isr- 
ael is working toward that goal. 

We have welcomed Israel's dec- 
ision to withdraw its forces from 
Lebanon. With the first phase sch- 
eduled for completion on Feb. 18 . 
This is consistent with our con- 
tinued support for efforts to bring 
about the total withdrawal of all 
foreign forces from Lebanon. We 
continue to support "U.N.- 
sponsored efforts, such as the 
Naqoura talks, to achieve the arr- 


angements necessary to enhance 
security in South Lebanon. 

During the last months our own 
efforts with regard to Lebanon 
have been exploratory. At the sec- 
retary' s request I made three trips 
to the region in the September — 
December period to determine 
whether or not we could play a 
useful role in aiding negotiations. 
We concluded that the next steps 
would have to be taken by the par- 
ties themselves and that we should 
support the efforts of the U.N. to 
facilitate an orderly withdrawal. 

In the Gulf War. Iraq has pre- 
vented Iran from launching its 
planned southern offensive, and 
Iran has returned to a strategy of 
attrition, shifting military pre- ' 
pa rat ions northward while still 
maintaining a significant force 
opposite the Iraqi city of Basra. 
Iraq has recently increased its att- 
acks on all kinds of Gulf shipping, 
and both sides continue to exc- 
hange fire across the front lines. 
Thus, while stalemated, the war 
continues to pose a broader dan- 
ger to regional security. We con- 
tinue to support all efforts to ach- 
ieve a cease-fire, and we remain 
neutral in the conflict, supplying 
arms to neither side, either dir- 
ectly or indirectly. We believe that 
our policy of supporting the eff- 
orts of Saudi Arabia and the Gulf 
states to improve their ability to 
defend their territory has helped 
to contain this war. 

One of the most positive dev- 
elopments for U.S. policy in the 
region was Iraq’s resumption of 
diplomatic relations with the Uni- 
ted States last November. How- 
ever, it portends no change in our 
policy toward the war or toward 
other states. We hope this step will 
lead to increased cooperation in 
promoting regional stability. Iraq 
has stated that it normalised rel- 
ations with the United States to 
“balance" its relations with the 
Soviet Union. Our friends in the 
region, including Israel, have also- 
inteipreted this as a positive 
move. 

Finally, we have agreed in pri- 
nciple to discuss the Middle East 
with the Soviet Union as one of 
the regional issues in Soviet- 
American relations. The purpose 
of the talks, as the president said 
during his speech at the U;N. 
General Assembly last fall, would* 
be to help avoid miscalculation- 
and reduce the risk of U.S.-Soviet 
confrontation. These talks would 
simply be an exchange of views at 
the expen level. A number of 
Middle East regional issues could 
be raised in the course of these 
talks — such as Afghanistan, the 
Iran- Iraq war and Arab-Israeli 
issues. They would not be neg- 
otiations. now would they presage 
a joint U.S.-Soviet effon in the 
Middle East. 

Mr. Murphy said: "The Reagan 
administration has made no com- 
mitment on a specific arms pac- 
kage for Saudi Arabia or on its 
contents or timing ” Mr. Murphy 
said during the question- 
and-answer period of his tes- 
timony.

Bonn would support international 
Mideast conference, envoy says

AMMAN — Newly- appointed 
West German Ambassador to 
Jordan Herwig Bartels said Thu- 
rsday his country would support . 
the holding, of an international 
Middle East peace conference as , 
called For by His Majesty King 
Hussein, provided it produced 
results. 

"We are certainly in favour of 
such a conference if we knew it 
would achieve results,” he told a 
press conference prior to a state 
visit to Jordan Sunday by West 
German President Richard Von 
Weizsaecker. 

Mr. Bartels said an int- 
ernational conference sould be the 
second step in political moves 
after reaching an agreement bet- 
ween Jordan and the Palestine 
Liberation Organisation (PLO). 

The, King had called for the 
convening of such conference in. 
which all parties involved in the 
Arab-Israeli conflict would par- 
ticipate including the PLO and the 


five permanent members of the 
United Nations Security Council. 

Israel and the United States rej- 
ected the proposal and opposed 
international conference. 

Mr. Bartels said his president's 
visit “is meant to underline how 
important we find the efforts by 
King Hussein to achieve peace 
. and our appreciation of his pol- 
icies.” 

It will be the second state visit 
by Mr. Von Weizsaecker since 
taking office six months ago. He 
will visit Egypt after Jordan and 
had accepted an invitation t6 visit 
Israel at another date. 

The West German president is 
expected to be accompanied by his 
wife Marianne. Foreign Affairs 
Minister Hans- Dietrich Genscher 
and deputy chief spokesman of the 
federal government. Dr. Jurgen 
Sudhoff. 

Jordan which was the first Arab 
country to establish diplomatic 
relations with the Federal Rep- 
ublic of Germany, has a long his- 
tory of bilateral economic and cul- 


Man wanted for shooting 
reportedly still in Cyprus 


NICOSIA (R) — Police have 
named an Arab, believed to be 
still in Cyprus, wanted for que- 
stioning about the shooting of a 
Palestinian businessman in Nic- 
osia Thursday. 

Police said Al Shtrifi Esam. 25, 
believed to be Egyptian, was wan- 
ted following the shooting of Pal- 
estinian businessman Hisham 
Saudi in his office in central Nic- 
osia. 

Mr. Saudi, 50. was shot five 
times from a 32-millimetre pistol 
and wounded in the neck, arms 
and hands but survived the attack. 

Armed police Thursday night 
set up roadblocks on main roads 
and are watching all exit points 
from Cyprus, police said. They 
have issued a photograph of the 
wanted man. 

Mr. Saudi was taken to hospital 
and a doctor described his con- 
dition as fair. 

A Greek-Cypriot secretary in 
the office at the time of the attack 


was suffering from shotk but was 
unhurt, eyewitnesses said. 

Members of the Palestine Lib- ■ 
eration Organisation (PLO) rep- 
resentative office in Cyprus were, 
at the.hospital. . 

Police said an "alien” was being 
sought for questioning. The rea- 
son for the shooting, however, was 
not clear. 

Cyprus has been the scene of 
several incidents involving Middle 
East feuds over the years. ’ 

In May last year, prominent 
Palestinian journalist Hanna 
Mukbel was shot dead. Nine days 
later, the Iraqi Airways offices 
were damaged by a bomb latercla- 
iraed by two unknown Islamic 
groups. 

At the end of the month. Pal- 
estinian Abdat Saadi was shot 
dead near the south coast town of 
Limassol.

tural cooperation. Although

Mr. Bartels 
also served as ambassador to Leb-

Hope lost 
for missing 
Turkish 
servicemen 

ANKARA^ R) — Hope has been 
abandoned for 37 soldiers off- 
icially listed as missing after a 
Turkish Armed Forces tank lan- 
ding craft sank in the Aegean Sea 
on Wednesday, military sources 
said Friday. 

. But salvage work to bring up the 
craft continues at the site eight 
kilometres off the coast opposite 
the Greek Island of Chios. 

The military said two men had 
died and 1 1 were rescued from the 
flat-bottomed vessel, which was 
taking part in the annual "Sea- 
wolf’ Military Exercise, normally 
held in the spring but brought for- 
ward this year. It had been car- 
rying two tanks, two-jeeps and a 
truck, the sources said.

Arab merchants strike ^ 
in occupied Jerusalem 


AMMAN (Petra)*— Arab mer- 
chants in occupied Jerusalem sta- 
ged a total strike Thursday in pro- 
test against heavy taxes imposed 
by the Israeli occupation aut- 
horities. 

All the stores in the Arab sector 
of the city were reported dosed in 


response to a call for a strike by 
.the city’s Chamber of Commerce. 

Reports reaching here said that 
the chamber board had sent a 
cable to the city's military gov- 
ernor and to the Israeli mayor pro- 
testing against the newly imposed 
taxes. 


Israelis deny reports of 
torture in W.Bank jail 


TEL AVIV (R) — Israeli military 
sources have rejected reports by 
the international commission of 
jurists that the Israeli army tor- 
tured young Arabs in a prison 
camp at Al Fara 1 a in the occupied 
West Bank. 

The Geneva-based com- 
mission, a private organisation 
dedicated to promoting the rule of 
law, published a report quoting 20 
former detainees as saying in sta- 
tements that they were subjected 
to brutal physical and mental pun- 
ishment and denied medical care, 
adequate food and hygiene fac- 
ilities. 

. The report, covering the period' 
1982-84, said Israeli interrogators 
isolated prisoners, often hooded 
and handcuffed, for hours or days 
in cells awash with filthy water. 
The report was also released in 
Washington by an affiliate of the 
a International Commission of Jur- 
' ists (ICJ). Law in the Service of 
Man. 

The Israeli military sources in 
Tel Aviv Thursday said they 
would not address what they cal- 
led “the web of false claims and 
baseless charges originating from 
' hostile organisations who make 
cynical nse of legal (and judicial) 
organisations to spread their bia- 
sed opinions." 


They added that the Al Fara'a 
facility was under military and Ch- 
ilian supervision and said the Int- 
ernational Committee of the Red 
Cross had free access to the fac- 
ility. 

ICJ Director, Jonathan Kut- 
tabe, told reporters the document 
provided “court-room quality 
evidence” of Israeli maltreatment 
of prisoners at Al Fara'a prison 
near the West Bank town of Nab- 
lus. 

The. affidavits cover the period 
April i982 to May 1984. An unn- / 
amed 19-year-old student said' 
that when he refused to confess to : 
a crime of which he was not guilty, 
he was hooded, beaten with an 
electric cable and slapped on the 
genitals. 

Mr. Kuttabe said two detainees 
at the prison were beaten severely 
after they complained to rep- 
resentatives of the International 
Committee of the Red Cross 

about earlier treatment. 

The U.S. government on occ- 
asion has accused Israel of human 
rights violations in interrogating 
suspects on the West Bank.

Egypt reiterates call for 
holding Arab summit 


CAIRO (Petra) — Egypt has rei- 
| terated a call for holding an Arab 
summit conference to solve the 
outstanding issues and differences 
among Arab states. 

Foreign Minister Israat Abdul 
Magid was quoted by the Cairo 
weekly Al Mussawwar as saying' 
that delaying a summit meeting 
does not help, the, Arabs to solve 
their problems, and .urged the 
Arab leaders to unify their stands 
vis-a-vis the current issues of the 
region. 

Dr. Abdul Magid said Egypt is 


moving at al! fronts to find a sol- 
ution to the Palestine problem 
because it feels that it has a res- 
ponsibility towards the Arabs and 
the Islamic nation. 

Egypt is currently launching 
political offensives in Africa, Eur- 
ope and in the United States to 
bring about a just settlement to 
the Palestine problem, he said.

Dr. Abdul Jaber, who delivered

Youth shot dead in Irbid Goveraorate 

1RB1D (J.T.) — A 25-year-old youth has been shot dead in 
Ubsur, Irbid Goveraorate, the Arabic daily newspaper A1 Ra’i 
said Friday. It is believed that the victim was murdered by his 
brother and the Irbid public prosecutor has started investigations 
to establish the reasons behind the crime, the report added. 

Credit training course winds up today

New measures

AMMAN —The Ministry of Agr- 
iculture's main task is not res- 
tricted only to agricultural pro- 
duction, rather its responsibilities 
are extend far beyond to include 
planning agricultural production, 
conducting research to expand 
markets and offering agricultural 
education in order to increase 
fanners awareness about 1 proper 
farm methods. Minister of. Agr- 
iculture Mohammad Ai/u3ashrr 
said Thursday during a meeting 
held at the University of. Jordan. 

Addressing over 500 agr- 
icultural engineers, veterinarians 
and administrators from the Min- 
istry of Agriculture, Mr. Bashir 
outlined the problems facing the 
ministry and stressed the need to 
amend the agricultural law and the 
bylaws of the ministry in acc- 
ordance with the new req- 
uirements and goals of the min- 
istry. 

Since the Ministry of Agr- 
iculture is facing a deficit in its 
budget this year, the minister cal- 
led for a new policy to economise 
the spending of all sectors and fie- 
lds of agriculture. 

“If an efficient administration is 
provided this year, we can manage 
to work smoothly within the lim- 
ited potentials that we have." the 
minister said. 

The Ministry of Agriculture sta- 
rted its economising policy this 
year and reductions were made in 
various fields such as fuel, tra- 
nsportation, allowances and lab- 
our wages. 

In 1 984, labour wages reached 
up to JD 627,000, while in 1 985 
this amount was reduced to JD 
600.000, leaving the ministry with 
a deficit of JD 27,000 to work on. 

Cutting expenses 

“We are trying to cut on exp- 
enses in all fields where we have a 
lot of unnecessary spending as a 
result of irresponsible actions pra- 
cticed by irresponsible people at 
the ministry." Mr.. Bashir said. 

The ministry, as part of its new 
policy, started reevaluating many- 
administrative matters and new 
sections were introduced in the 
ministry such as a new marketing 
directorate, a new agricultural 
information office and a new post 
for a general inspector. “The gen- 
• end -inspector,'’ the minister said, 

"will inspect all agricultural dir- , 

ectorates and sectors all over Jor-v > agricultural engineers 
dan to assess the achievements in : erinarians and directors 


more responsible and to help as 
much as they can in implementing 
their tasks, according to the new 
policy of the ministry, in order to 
avoid any unnecessary spending 
and to be efficient in their fields, to 
set priorities in accordance with 
the available requirements and 
potentials of the ministry.

The minister outlined many 
other measures 10 be taken, such 
as handling over projects to the 
private sector. “The fish project in 
Azrak will be handed over to the 
private sector, but will be subject 
to (he ministry’s supervision." he 
said. 

The new economy procedures 
taken at the ministry, include 
merging the cow station in Deir 
Alla with the Jordanian Economic 
Social Organisation for Retired 
Servicemen, A! Jafer project will 
be handed over to a cooperative 
society and the water project there 
is be given to the Water Authority 
of Jordan. The development of the 
Zarqa River basin will become 
part of the responsibility of the 
directorate of forestry and soil 
conservation in order to save exp- 
enses and machinery and the sci- 
entific research centre will be 
moved to new premises in Baqa'a 
and the old building will be given 
back to the University of Jordan. 
Also, the ministry will reopen the 
three maintenance workshops for 
the purpose of fixing and doing 
proper maintenance on cars and 
machinery belonging to the min- 
istry and this will save large amo- 
unts that are paid for maintenance 
every year, he said. 

The minister called on -all the 
vet- 
erinarians and directors to be 


tors and directorate at the min- 
istry." he added. 

The minister went on to explain 
the problems facing the sheep- 
industry in Jordan because of the 
low amount of rainfall this year. 
As a result the ministry took the 
same procedure taken last year 
where exportation of sheep was 
allowed under all conditions." he 
added. 

Also speaking at the meeting 
was Dr. Salem AJ Lawzi, under 
secretary of the Ministry of Agr- 
iculture. who praised this huge 
gathering at the ministry, the first 
of its kind. Dr. A1 Lawzi hig- 
hlighted the importance of the agr- 
icultural sector and the continuous 
support this sector is getting from 
the government. “The gov- 
ernment has donated JD 7 million 
to the Ministry of Agriculture 
which is the concerned sector for 
supporting the agricultural pro- 
duction." he said. 

Wheat, apples 

Dr. A1 Lawzi highlighted the 
wheat project in Alswan area 
where around 15,000 dunums will 
be cultivated with wheat and the 
apple project which has been sup- 
ported by the government and 
which is to be implemented in 
south of Jordan. 

“A new slaughter house for 
poultry will be established in Dul- 
eil area with a capacity of 5,000 
tonnes per hour, we hope that by 
the year 1990, all the problems of 
poultry slaughtering will be sol- 
ved,” Dr. AJ Lawzi said. “The 
ministry will also expand its irr- 
igation services in the Jordan Val- 
ley and many other areas where 
irrigation is needed, as the case in 
northern Ghor,” he added. Dr.Al 
Lawzi also pointed out the role of 
the agricultural credit institution 
which contributed JD 8 million to 
farmers. 


Arar approves committee’s recommendations 

Border points to issue work, 
residence permits from today 


AMMAN (J.T.) — The Department of Aliens and 
Borders Saturday starts receiving new applications 
for bringing in non- Jordanian manpower to the 
Kingdon in addition to issuing and renewing res- 
idence permits. The department will issue new per- 
mits according to new bases and the duty stations 
will include the person's time of entry into the cou- 
ntry and their Kill address. 


The new permit forms will be 
filled in at the border points, par- 
ticularly at the airports. 

The department stopped issuing 
such permits on Dec. 9. but will 
start implementing new measures 
in relation to the bases and terms 
of issuing and renewing residence 
permits in addition to granting 


annual residence permits for the 
first time and permit renewal for 
various categories of Arab and 
foreign workeis in Jordan. 

These categories include une- 
mpidyed foreign workers and 
maids, in addition to foreign wives 
of Jordanians and students who 1 
are exempted according to the law 
on residence and alien affairs. 


The Jordan Times has learnt 
that Deputy Prime Minister and 
Interior Minister Suleiman Arar 
has approved the rec- 
ommendations of the ad hoc 
committee, charged with studying 
and evaluating work at the dep- 
artment. Under the committee's 
recommendations, the dep- 
artment has been divided into six 
divisions. Foreigners.' annual res- 
idence permits: Arabs annual res- 
idence permits; records general 
registers: accountancy: issuance 
and files. 

The Jordan Times has also lea- 
rnt that Mr. Arar has approved the 
conditions governing the issuance 
of residence permits, as contained 
in the director of Public Security 
Department's letter. 


Potash company, bank consortium 
sign JD 12m syndicated loan 


AMMAN (J.T.) — The Arab Pot- 
ash Company (APC) Thursday 
signed a JD 12 million syndicated 
loan, which converted its ove- 
rdrafts of an equal amount from 
local banks into a long-term cre- 
dit. 

The seven-year government- 
guaranteed loan is repayable after 
three-and-a-haif years in eight 
semi-annual instalments at 10 per 
cent interest. 

The Arab Bank in Jordan 
lead-managed the syndication and 
the local branches of the Citibank, 
Chase Manhattan Bank, Gri- 
ndlays Bank, the Bank of Credit 
and Commerce International. 
Jordan National Bank and the 
Arab Jordan Investment Bank 
participated. 

The company lost JD 13.84 mil- 
lion in its first year of limited ope- 
ration in 1983. 

Kuwait, Libya, Iraq, the Islamic 
Development Bank and the Arab 
Mining Company are sha- 


reholders in the company, set up 
with a fully paid-up capital of JD 
63 million. 

The agreement was signed for 
the government by Finance Min- 
ister Hanna Odeh and Deputy 
Governor of the Central Bank of 
Jordan Hussein AI Oasem and for 
the consortium by Khaled Shu- 
man. vice president of the Arab 
Bank. Mr. Thabet AI Taher. vice 
chairman of the Arab Potash 
Company's board of directors, 
and the company's director gen- 
eral Ali Nsour.

A total of 7,794 persons voted 
during the election including 
3.433 female voters from the Salt 
electorate. 

The elections lasted from seven 
in the morning until four thirty in 


the afternoon and Salt city wit- 
nessed the hottest elections ever 
as 7 1 .8 per cent of the 1 0,850 vot- 
ers headed towards 18 ballot 
boxes distributed in seven centres 
in the city. 

Mr. Khatib, president of the. 
Salt city elections, personally sup- 
ervised the distribution of ballot 
boxes and election commissions. 
Eighty presidents and members 
took the legal oath in front of the 
governor after which he emp- 
hasised the necessity of abiding by 
instructions and election rules 
which are provided for under the 
Ministry of Municipal and Rural 
Affairs and the Environment. 

Mr. Khatib pointed out the gov- 
ernorate’s precautions and pre- 
parations before the elections. He 
said that security and legal pro- 
cedures were taken in order that 
the elections would take place in a 
calm, democratic and organised 
atmosphere. The goveraorate also 
prohibited citizens from using 
guns, car horns and loud speakers, 
Mr. Khatib added. 

Balqa Police Director Brigadier 
Faleh AI Gharaibeh said that his 
directorate took measures to keep 
the election process under control. 
He said that policemen organised 
traffic and pedestrians inside and 
outside the city since dawn, while 
policewomen supervised women’s 
ballot boxes.

U.S. rejection of World Court has deep roots

WASHINGTON —President 
Reagan's decision this month to 
refuse to take part in a case bro- 
ught to the World Court by Nic- 
aragua has dismayed many law- 
yers and comes 50 years after the 
U.S. Senate voted against taking 
part in the first international court 
tribunal. 

Withdrawal from the case, in 
which Nicaragua accuses the U.S. 
of being responsible for agg- 
ression by U.S.-backed right-wing 
guerrillas, highlights Was- 


hington’s traditional unease with 
international law, scholars and 
.lawyers said. 

Professor Richard Falk, who . 
■ teaches international relations at 
Princeton University, told Reu- 
ters that the rejection of the Int- 
ernational Court of Justice in The 
Hague was symbolic of U.S. amb- 
ivalence about the use of the court 
and international law. 

“ When the law is on the side of 
the United States we think it’s 
great and when it’s not it's int- 
olerable," he said. 

Prof. Falk.said the U.S. insisted 
. in complaining to the World Court 


five years ago when Iran seized 
U.S. diplomats in the Tehran 
embassy, even though Iran rej- 
ected the court’s role. 

Professor Thomas Dibacco of 
American University in Was- 
hington said the reasons for the 
current episode were wholly dif- 
ferent from the isolationism that 
gripped the U.S. in the 1930s dur- 
ing the debate on whether to join 
the League of Nations and the 
precursor of the current World 
Court. 

Fifty years ago this week, the 
Senate, reflecting the insularity of 
the times, voted resoundingly aga- 


instU.S. participation in-thecourt' 

Twelve years later, the Waited 
States became a founding member 
of the new World Court, which 
was established with the advent of 
the United Nations. 

In contrast to the earlier debate, 
Mr. Reagan’s decision was widely 
denounced in Congress. But Prof. 
Dibacco said the common thread 
was that Washington had never 
taken seriously an international 
court system which could rule aga- 
inst ft. 

"We’ve never really wanted to 
be part'of an international justice 
system. At least now with the rej- 


ection' of the court, our. practice 
and theory have come together. 
There’s less hypocrisy " he said. 

Prat Falk said that following 
“the U.S. loss of control" in the 
United Nations in the 1960s, 
Washington became sceptical of 
• using international law. 

. .Professor Myres McDougal of 
Yale University Law School, who 
was hired by tlx administration to 
present the unsuccessful U.S. arg- 
ument against Nicaragua’s com- 
plaints, said the issue should pro- 
perly be debated in the U.N. Sec- 
urity Council. 

Prof. McDougal said: "The 


United States is not spitting at the 
law. We are not rejecting int- 
ernational law." 

He contended that the leftist 
government in Managua did not 
have the authority to bring its 
complaint before the court and 
that no major power could commit 
itself m advance to accept the aut- 
hority of an international tribunal. 

The Iran ease was not com-* 
parable, he said, as it did not inv- 
olve agreements concerning par- 
ticipation in the World Conn est- 
ablished in 1946 but rather dip- 
lomatic conventions more than 
600 years ago: 



A STATEMENT by the secretary general of the Organisation of 
Islamic Conference about a new organisation's initiative to end the 
Gulf War brought about a new birth of optimism to the Arab and 
Islamic World. Such an initiative will be welcome now following 
more than four years of fighting that brought destruction to two 
Muslim neighbours and sufferings to the peoples of the region. 

The Islamic nations are concerned more than any other nations of 
the world about this war and should make all efforts for ending it, and- 
should not accept Iran’s rejection or intransigence as a final reply to 
all peace bids.

Al Ra’i: Israel plots ravaging the South 

ISRAEL IS not making a secret of its intentions in South Lebanon 
and is planning to cause disturbances once its troops have been 
withdrawn from the region. The latest statements by Yitzhak Rabin 
and other Israeli leaders that the South of Lebanon is in for a 
massacre, reflects Israel conspiracy which it is now hatching against 
the territory and its people. 

Perhaps Israel is planning to take revenge on the Lebanese res- 
istance which had been irking its occupation in the south and it now 
plans to incite other factions and its agents to start an internal 
struggle in the South. Perhaps Israel is planning another Sabra and 
Shatila style massacre against the people of Lebanon and the refugee 
camps in regions to be evacuated by its forces. Therefore, the Arab 
countries are now called on to warn the international community of 
the coming danger and of the conspiracy plans designed against the 
Lebanese people. 

The U.S., which has been echoing Rabin's statement about pos- 
sible disturbances in the South, should realise that its strategic all- 
iance with the Zionist enemy cannot vindicate it from any new crimes 
in Lebanon. Washington should also know that South Lebanon is not 
threatened by disturbances from its own people but from the enemies 
of the Arab Nation.

No doubt the latest developments on the front required 
such a meeting between King Hussein and the Iraqi president who 
need to make a general review of the situation in a bid to bolster the 
strategic alliance between Jordan and Iraq in the face of alt threats. 

Jordan realises the dimension of the Iranian aggression and the 
adverse effectsof a prolonged Gulf War on the region's economy and 
people and, therefore, it seeks to help Iraq in its efforts to reach peace 
and to back its attempts to put an end to Iran’s aggression on the 
Arab Nation. 

Jordan has already warned the world of the consequences of such a 
war and has been active in efforts to bring peace that would end the 
sufferings and destruction to the region.

France tries to manage revolution in N. Caledonia

THIO, New Caledonia — The 
garbage van is escorted through 
town by armed police, the town 
hall is protected by a machinegun 
post and many residents have fled. 

The tiny town of Thio. nestling 
below a mountain of nickel ore, is 
at the heart of a revolution on the 
Pacific island of New Caledonia. 

The revolutionaries — militant 
Melanesian Kanaks — are trying 
to end rule by France, which took, 
over the territory in 1 853 and used 
it to dump political prisoners. 

For a while, most whites on the 
island were descended from pri- 
soners. Later, settlers began arr- 
iving voluntarily. The Kanak tri- 
besmen tried to fight them off 
their land but were suppressed.. 
Thousands were killed in uprisings 
in 1878 and 1917. 

Now the 62,300 Kanaks, alt- 
hough outnumbered by the 
French and other settlers from the 


Pacific in a total pupulation of 
around 145,000, are trying again. 

The start of the latest uprising 
was signalled when black militant 
leader Eloi Machoro swung his 
axe through abaflotbox in Thio 
town hall in mid-November. 
'--vKAnak militants then "erected 
barricades , on roads throughout 
tfie territory, putting rural areas 
under siege. 

Most barricades have been 
taken down and, Mr. Machoro is 
dead, shot by police on Jan. 12 
outside a farmhouse in which he 
had been sheltering with armed 
supporters. 

But in the two months since 
Mr. Machoro swung into action. 
France has switched from an offer 
of possible independence in 1989 
to the prospect of independence 
next year. The militant Kanak 
Socialist National Liberation 
Front (FLNKS), organising the 
revolution, is beginning to feel it is 
making progress. 


France is now trying to hammer 
.out a formula for avoiding civil 
war in talks on independence with 
leaders of the FLNKS and with 
settlers, most of whom oppose 
independence. 

The price so far is 23 dead in 
- racial violence since the uprising 
began in November. 

The territory is clamped under a 
state of emergency with a night- 
time curfew, and France has dep- 
loyed a 6,000-strong security 
force, including special riot squ- 
ads. in an attempt to keep control 
in New Caledonia. 

While the talks falter on, maj- 
ority settlers and militants watch 
each other nervously, fearful of 
being caught unaware. 

In Thio several hundred local 
Kanak tribesmen have barricaded 
themselves into a village near the 
Catholic mission, erecting signs 
warning “danger — death”. 

French paramilitary police, tur- 
ning red in the heat and humidity 


after flying from the European 
winter, patrol the tem lory’s roads 
and guard strategic points such as 
bridges. . 

Settler farmers have built bar- 
ricades and gun emplacements 
around their land, which is one of 
major issues of the ind- 
epta dence dispute. Kanaks own 
odfy^half the land on the island, 
some 400 kilometres long by 50 
kilometres wide. 

France has introduced major’ 
land reforms in the past few years, 
buying up farms and turning them 
over to Kanak tribes. 

But the Kanaks are seeking 
sovereignty over the entire ter- 
ritory, a demand which French 
special envoy Edgard Pisani is try- 
ing to get round in a formula ann- 
ounced on Jan. 7. 

Part of Mr. Pisanf s plan is that 
Noumea, the capital, in which 
/most of the 55,000 whites live, 
could become a special zone wit- 
hin independent Kanaky — land 


of the people. 

Mr. Pisani, sent to New Cal- 
edonia in December to draw up a 
peace plan, flies back 20,000 kil- 
ometres to France soon to give the 
French government his final ver- 
sion. 

His plan calls for a referendum 
in July asking voters^ black and 
white, whether or not they wish 
the territory to become ind- 
ependent next January. France 
would keep special links such as 
responsibility for internal security 
and defence. - 

This would enable Paris to go 
ahead with the construction of a 
big naval base on the strategic isl- 
and, some 1 ,500 kilometres nor- 
theast of Australia. 

French President Francois Mit-' 
terrand was greeted by 20.000 
pro-independence demonstrators 
in Noumea on his one-day visit on 
Jan. 19. 

The big question is how the ref- 
erendum will go. If the answer is 


“no", the plan is to hold another- 
vote in 1989. 

The FLNKS, which on Dec. 1 
set up a provisional government, 
has pledged greater nJmncy if 
the vote is “no”. .. . i 

Settlers who have bee nr the 
territory less than three years will 
not be allowed to vote, removing 
many public servants from the vot- 
ing list and whittling it down to 
75,000. 

Faced with the instability, many 
settlers could return to France 
before the referendum. 

New Caledonia has one-third of 
the world 5 s nickel deposits, but the 
two major mines have been closed 
by sabotage and will not resume 
full production for several weeks.

Swedish political realities loom large 


Sweden's Social Democratic government has enjoyed a better eco- _ 
nomic record thanit dared hope for when it took power more than two ~ 
years ago, but with general elections due in September, it cannot afford 
to be complacent about the economy. Kevin Done reports. . 


STOCKHOLM — Mr. KjeU-Olof 
reldt, Sweden's finance minister, 
las a small black money box on his 
jlesk. Visitors are invited to place 
i one-krona coin in the slot. A 
motor whirs into action, the lid 
3 pens and a blue hand grabs the 
money and disappears. 

A verse on the box explains that-' 
the state budget deficit reaches 
From here to eternity. Every krona 
donated goes to the budget, and 
For each coin the donor can buy a 
little piece of eternity. 

As Finance Minister Feldt has 
accustomed himself to thinking in 
the long term, but immediate pol- 
itical realities in Sweden are now 
beginning to loom larger. The rul- 
ing Social Democrats face a gen- 
eral election in September and for. 
nearly a year they haw been tra- 
iling badly in the opinion polls, 
despite an economic record which, 
has proved better than even they 
dared hope when they took office 
in October 1982. 

On the economic front, the 
country has made considerable 
progress in righting the huge imb- 
alances that developed during the 
second half of the 1970s and the* 
early 1980s, when it was con- 
sidered one of the sick men of 
Europe, unable to pay for its blo- 
ated public sector and unable to 
hold its place in international' 
markets. 

The 1985-86 budget, published 
earlier this month, makes the 
proud boast that Sweden is one of 
the few countries which have been 
able in recent years both to bring 
down unemployment and reduce 
inflation, while at the same time 
practically eliminating the deficit 


on the current account. 

The- government has been 
lucky. Its economic strategy — the 
so-called “third way” — was 
based on a dramatic 16 per cent 
' devaluation pushed through in its 
first days in office in October 
1982. The move infuriated Swe- . 
den’s Nordic neighbours, not to 
mention the International Mon-*’ 
etary Fund, but gave Swedish ind- . 
ustry a level of international com- . 
petitiveness it had not* enjoyed 
since the beginning of the 1970s. 

in two years, exports went up by 
1 8 S per cent; while imports rose 
by only six per cent. Market share 
lost during the late 1970s was reg- 
ained and the deficit on the cur- 
rent account of the balance of 
‘payments — which had risen ala- 
rmingly to more than $Kr22 bil- 
lion ($2.43 billion) in 1982 — vir- 
tually disappeared 

Industrial production has inc- 
reased by 15 per cent since the 
middle of 1982, compared with no 
more than three per cent in the 
rest of Western Europe. Emp- 
loyment in industry has also inc- 
reased modestly while the service 
sector has continued to expand. 

Full employment remains the 
Social Democrats' major goal and g 
big spending on labour market 
measures, job creation, relief 
work and retraining kept une- 
mployment as low as 2.9 per cent 
in November. The figure is closer 
to seven-eight per cent when those 
dependent on labour market sup- 
port are included. Industrial inv- 
estment picked by 20 per cent 
last year with many export com- 
panies working at or dose to cap- 
acity. 


The Social Democrats have 
given up subsidising failing ind- 
ustries: in recent weeks the do- 
sure of one of the country’s biggest 
remaining shipyards has been 
announced and Salenivest, the 
country’s biggest shipping com- 
pany, has been allowed to go into 
bankruptcy. 

“We have accepted the lessons 
of how wroogly we acted earlier,” - 
says Mr. Feldt. “I told the bank 
managers we are not afraid of a 
bankruptcy. This government is 
not prepared to bail out com- 
panies. 

“We have restructured old ind- 
ustries, shipbuilding, steel textiles 
and mining, remarkable in a Eur- ■ 
opean context. Steel capacity has 
been halved, special steels res- 
tructured, shipbuilding is a fifth of 
its earlier size, iron ore mines have 
been closed and textiles is still 
going through a tough res- 
tructuring.” 

Mr. Feldt feels that the rapid 
adjustment was made possible by 
: the widespread commitment to 
full employment “ I was told Swe- 
den could never adjust with its 
high taxes, strong trade unions 
and a Socialist government, but 
we have,” he said. “People can 
accept industrial change because 
they don’t feel to the same extent 
(as elsewhere in Europe) that if 
they lose the job they have, they 
can never gain new employment." 

But the celebratory tone of the 
budget presentation is haunted by 
a major spectre — inflation and 
rising labour costs., The gov- 
ernment* s targets have been amb- 
itious enough, but inflation has fai- 
led so far to obey its commands. 

Its biggest failure to date has 
been its loss of control of the last 
wage round in spring 1 984. Wages 
■rose by eight-10 per cent com- 
pared with a six per cent target. 


and inflation by the end of the year 
was running above eight per cent, 
double the four per cent target. 

The government has battled 
hard during the last six months to 
convince both employers and the 
trade unions that a rise in labour 
costs of five per cent is the max- 
imum the country can bear, but it 
■remains to be seen whether the 
message has got through. 

The strategy is complicated by 
worries about this year’s election. 
“We are fighting uphill" admits 
Mr. Feldt, “ We will improve in the 
polls this spring, but the question 
is whether we will gain enough to 
win on election day." He is con- 
fident that the non-Socialist opp- 
osition, now comprising four par- 
ties, will have trouble holding a 
united front during the election 
campaign. 

‘‘They are divided on what they 
want to do, that will create con- 
fusion,” he says. But there has 
been an undeniable wind of public 
opinion blowing towards the right 
in Sweden in .the last couple of 
years, and the Conservatives have 
emerged for the first time as the 
biggest opposition party. 

The Social Democrats have 
been undeniably successful in hau- 
ling the Swedish economy out of 
deep crisis, but the Conservatives 
appear to be winning on mote int- 
angible issues, such as personal 
freedom, in a country that is bec- 
oming increasingly tired of col- 
lectivist solutions. 

Mr. Feldt accepts that if ever the' 
old Swedish allian ce of the' blue 
collar unions and the Social Dem- 
ocratic party faced a test, it is now. 
For, with the highest tax burden in 
.the world, there are no new sou-

Guerrilla activity 
in Western Europe 


is on the

PARIS — French guerrillas have 
joined an emerging clandestine 
network in Western Europe and 
shown they are deadly serious by 
assassinating a senior French Def- ■ 
ence Ministry official. 

It was the first premeditated 
murder by the Action Directe 
group, which had previously con- 
fined itself to bombing symbolic, 
targets. 

Friday's shooting came 10 days 
after Action Directe announced 
that it was joining forces with 
West Germany’s Red Army Fac- 
tion (RAF). 

Both groups declared war on 
NATO by identifying as their 
main targets the Western all- 
iance’s bases and multinational 
structures. 

Action Directe signalled a fea- 
rsome new tactic in choosing as its 
first victim Rene Audran, an arms 
expert who headed the ministry’s 
directorate for international aff- 
airs. 

Mr. Audran, 55, had never been 
threatened before and had no spe- 
cial protection. He was vul- 
nerable, like scores of other peo- 
ple vital to -West European sec- 
urity. 

After Mr. Audran’ s death a 
French daily newspaper, Le ‘ 
Monde, quoted competent cirrl^ 
as saying nuclear attack sub- 
marine commanders and strategic 
bomber pilots may now be on the’ 
hidisL 

French security experts say they 
have been aware for some time of 
links among Action Directe, the 
RAF, and Belgium’s fighting 
Communist Cells (CCC).

Explosives used in attempted 
bombings last year of the Western 
European Union in Paris and a 
NATO college in West Germany 
both came from a stock stolen 
from a Belgian quarry.

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World economic crisis dismembers gigantic ITT 


x^lfler almost two decades of being built up by Harold Geneen, the 
powerful multinational International Telephone and Telegraph (ITT) 
is now in the process of being partially dismembered by one of far. 
Geneen’s most. loyal lieutenants. Paul Taylor looks at the reversal in 
ITT' s corporate strategy. . 


NEW YORK — Ii took Harold 
Geneen the best part of two dec- 
ades to assemble ITT into the mul- 
tinational behemoth it had bec- 
ome when he stepped down as 
chief executive in 1978. 

Now. six years later, one of his 
brightest and most loyal lie-, 
utenants. Mr. Rand Vincent Ara- 
.^Jog, is busy partially dis- 
membering the group his former 
boss put together. 

Ear lier this month, Mr. Ara- 
skog, 1'ITs powerful but usually 
reserved 53-year-old chairman, 
added the latest touch to his own 
plan for reviving ITTs flagging 
fortu nes by putting $1.7 billion of 
ITT s remaining $ 14 bQlion in ass- 
ets on the auction block. 

The latest move will virtually 
complete the disposal of one of 
ITTs four divisions, the natural 
resources and food group, and 
result in a farreaching reo- 


rganisation touching virtually all- 
segments of H i’s far-flung emp- 
ire. 

The asset sale highlights the 
reversal in ITTs corporate str- 
ategy under Mr. Araskog. It also 
places a further question mark 
' over the future of corporate con- 
glomerates in the U.S. 

These doubts have already led 
. to the break-up of conglomerates 
like City Investing, the reo- 
rganisation of others like Gulf and 
Western (created by the late Cha- 
rles Bluhdom). and raised more 
general questions about the wis- 
dom of diversification strategies. 

This is in sharp contrast to the 
prevailing corporate fashion of the 
1960s when share prices were 
high, money was relatively 
‘'cheap” and Harold Geneen went 
on his corporate buying spree. 

His vehicle was International 
Telephone and Telegraph, a com- 


pany founded in 1 920 by Col Sos- 
thenes Behn, a sugar broker from 
the Virgin Islands, whose amb- 
ition was to build a ‘phone com- 
pany which would do fori the world 
what American . T elephone and 
Telegraph had done for the U.S. 

Col. Behn laid the foundations 
of the multinational con- 
glomerate, helped by the U.S. 
government, whose 1925 anti- 
trust action against AT & Ts Wes- 
tern Electric subsidiary resulted in 
ITT acquiring Western Electric's 
overseas manufacturing ope- 
rations. But when. Col Behn died 
in 1957, ITT was left struggling to 
rebuild its empire in the post-war 
years. 

Two years later, ITT hired Har- , 
old Geneen as president and chief 
executive. Mr. Geneen. who left 
school at 16 and worked his way 
up the corporate ladder at Bell 
and Howell, Jones and Lau ghiin 
and Raytheon before joining ITT. 
'quickly proved his reputation as a 
brilliant accountant and rel- 
entlessly hard-driving manager. 

When he took over. ITT had 
sales of $765.6 million and profits 


of just $29 million. Eighteen years 
later, when he stepped down, 
ITTs sales had reached $16.7 bil- 
lion and earnings topped $560 
million. 

On the way. Mr. Geneen had 
taken the group into everything 
from sliced bread to insurance, 
hotels, grass seed and car parts. 
Among the companies he acq- 
uired for ITT were cash gen- 
erators like the Hanford Ins- 
urance Group and the Continental 
Group which sold Wonder Bread 
and “Twinkies” and was divested 
last year. 

Folklore has it that Mr. Gen-, 
een's buying binge was triggered 
,by Fide l Castro’s nationalisation 
of ITTs Cuban telephone com- 
pany after which he vowed t o bu y 
back into the U.S. to protect ITT s 
existence. The rationale appeared 
to be to build a diversified con- 
glomerate able to ride cyclical 
downturns in individual sectors 
and to rake advantage of eco- 
nomies of scale and the tightly knit 
headquarters managem ent ‘ str- 
ucture which the former ITT cha- 


irman built to run the empire. The 
ITT he created was run by mee- 
ting, “managed by objectives" 
and subject to tight, centralised 
financial controls. 

His success earned him nic- 
knames like “the General Patton 
of industry" and personal acc- 
olades such as “the Michelangelo 
of management" from awestruck 
admirers. At its peak ITT was the 
ninth largest industrial company 
on the Foitune 500 list behind 
four oil giants. Ford and General 
Motors and GE and IBM. 

But ITTs massive growth came 
at a cost. Weighed down by the 
debt used to finance the string of 
acquisitions, at a time when int- 
erest rares were soaring, and also 
by a top-heavy management str- 
ucture, profits and virtually all the 
other performance measures were 
stagnating by the late 1970s. What 
is more, ITTs aggression had led 
it into several highly publicised 
political scandals earlier in the 
decade, tarnishing the company’s 
image. 

When he stepped down as chief 


executive, Mr. Geneen hand pic- 
ked Lyman Hamilton, a cost- 
cutting specialist he had brought 
in from the World Bank in 1962, 
to succeed him. 

But Mr. Hamilton set about try- 
ing to reorganise “The House that 
Harold Built" and reportedly 
tried to sell some of Mr. Geneen's 
most prized corporate trophies. 
The response from Mr. Geneen. 
who still remained chairman, was 
equally rapid. 

A year later. Mr. Hamilton was 
out and Mr. Araskog. a former 
Honeywell executive who joined 
ITT in 1968, was installed, first as 
chief executive and then as cha- 
irman when Mr. Gen een finally 
vacated his office at ITTs Park 
Avenue, New York, hea- 
dquarters. 

Mr. Araskog appeared to move 
slowly at first. But there was no 
mistaking his intentions. He set 
out to turn ITT around. Ouietly he 
set about achieving what Lyman 
Hamilton befor e him lacked the 
power to do: get ITTs debt down. 
cut costs and refocus the company 


on high growth high-technology 
businesses. 

The “deGeneening” of ITT. 
described by insiders as “an evo- 
lutionary process" reflecting cha- 
nged perceptions rather than a 
“revolutionary” shift, actually 
began five years ago. But when 
ITTs profits sank early last year 
because of problems at its Har- 
tford Insurance Group the com- 
pany was forced to slash its qua- 
rterly dividend after 20' years of 
consecutive increases, and the 
divestiture programme went into 
overdrive. 

To date, excluding the latest 
proposals, Mr. Araskog has pre- 
sided over the divestiture of.afoial 
of 67 companies with total sales of 
almost $3.5 billion generating 
gross proceeds of about $1.4 bil- 
. lion since 1 979. 

While the latesi divestiture 
announcements do not mark the 
end of the programme — ITT has 
already signalled its intention to 
sell its forest products group when 
market conditions improve — the 
current slimming process may be 


close to running its course. 

If so. ITT would still remain a 
large diversified multinational 
group, although it will be far more ■ 
closely focused on three main bus- 
iness areas: telecommunications, 
financial services, and automotive 
products. 

Even in these areas. ITT faces 
serious long-term challenges. In 
telecommunications, in particular. 
Mr. Araskog is gambling that 
heavy R and D expend utures — 
especially on ITTs advanced sys- 
tem 12 digital swifch — will eve- 
ntually bring sales and profits in' 
the lucrative U.S. market. 

But ITTs willingness to grasp 
the divestiture nettle has already 
helped to restore partially investor 
confidence and its batierd share 
price, even though it remains well 
below its once lofty heights. 

What Wall Street is still waiting 
for HT to prove is that what is left 
of the Geneen empire after the 
dust settles is worth keeping, more 
than comfortably profitable and 
can be made to work together. — 
The Financial Times.

pare himself as if for a weekend 
break on top of Mourn Everest. 

But immediately another problem 
arises — how to last the course. 

How many viewers actually man- 
aged to see every single episode of 
the recent Channel 6 screening of 
“War and Peace"? Not many. Fli 
be bound. This is no-one's fault, 
but we cannot allow ourselves to 
become total slaves to a monster 
of wire and tubes.

Our original problem, how to 
shape the medium to fit the mes- 
sage. has been given an expedient 
solution: twist xhe message to fit 
the medium. . 

However, having got that off ray 
chest, let me say that none of this is 
any reason for you not to watch 
this weekends offering “RIEL", 
which tells the true story of Louis 
Riel who, almost one hundred 
years after his execution, remains 
one of . the most hotly-disputed 
figures in Canada’s history. He 
was the fiery, educated leader of 
Metis, the half-French, half- 
Indian hunters who occupied the 


state and turn it to his own adv- 
antage. “ Making of the Mob" tra- 
ces the background and history of 
organised crime.

Algerians sound 
alarm over rapid 
population increase

ALGIERS — Algerian leaders 
have an urgent message for their 
people: Have fewer children or 
face a future of poverty, ignorance 
and dependence on imported 
food. 

Planners fear that the country’s 
annual population growth rate of 

32 per cent, which would double 
Algeria's numbers in 22 years, will 
nullify their attempts to convert 
oil and and gas revenues into a 
higher standard of living. 

A recent study by the ruling 
National Liberation Front (FLN) 
Party projects that the present 
growth rate, one of the world's 
highest, will push Algeria's pop- 
ulation from 22.6 million now to 
35.7 million in the year 2000 and 
120 million by the year 2100. 

Providing food, jobs, houses 
and schools for this mass of.people 
is a task that not even Algeria's oil 
and gas wealth can pay for. acc- 
ording to the 28-page study pub- 
lished in the weekly “Revolution 
Africaine”. 

“The demographic explosion is 
coming and it threatens to wipe 
out the results of considerable eff- 
orts in the economic and social fie- 
lds," it says. 

Even now, Algeria imports 
about 60 per cent of the food it 
eats, and food consumption is ris- 
ing faster than the population. 

Algeria is boosting investment 
in the neglected agricultural sector 
and trying to persuade Algerian 
women to give up the traditional 
goal of a dozen children, though 
the Algiers say there is resistance 
to birth control on religious gro- 
unds. 

The party document says Alg- 
eria must act“ Rapidly and firmly” 
and recommends a campaign to 
persuade women to space out 
their pregnancies, preferably with 

33 months between babies. 

It does not mention any san- 
ctions against families who fail to 
take the advice, but last month the 
cabinet discussed undisclosed 
“statutory measures" on pop- 
ulation. 

These were part of what the off- 
icial newspaper El Moujahid cal- 


led “ moves to create the right psy- 
chological and health conditions 
for the success of national pop- 
ulation policy". 

The study acknowledges it will 
take a revolution in thinking to 
reduce the birth rate of Algerian 
women, whose prestige- tends to 
rise with the number of their sons. 
Unless Algeria is to remain und- 
erdeveloped. it will have to aba- 
ndon the big-family mentality 
■born of ceniuries of famine, war 
and plague, it adds. 

The effect of previous efforts to 
limit population growth has been 
“limited if not insignificant", the 
study says, noting that the country 
has a mere 399 “binh-spacing 
centres” and that supplies of con- 
traceptives sometimes run out. 

This “timid" approach io birth 
control has. according to El Mou- 
jahid. been prompted by “rel- 
igious traditions which frequently 
liken birth-spacing and con- 
traception to a grave violation of 
divine commandments.” 

Islam banned the ancient Arab 
practice of murdering infant dau- 
ghters — a drastic form of pop- 
ulation control — and religious 
.tradition has been cool towards 
contraception. 

Algerian religious authorities 
gave the go-ahead to con- 
traception as long ago as 1968. 
though it seems the message has 
not got through to women, esp- 
ecially in rural areas. 

A father of seven in Algiers 
remarked: “I would have been 
happy with two sons and a dau- 
ghter ... but my wife is a bit of a 
believer and she says con- 
traception is wrong." 

The party study hints at a tou- 
gher approach and says the FLN 
— Algeria’s only political org- 
anisation — will have to fight aga- 
inst anti-birth control traditions. 

But diplomats see no immediate 
sign of coercive measures by the 
authorities, who are under strong 
pressure from an Islamic revival 
which constitutes a major source 
of opposition. 

Any such measure would run 
counter to the trend of President 
Chadli Benjedid, who they say has 
generally moved cautiously in sea- 
rch of consensus.

Shultz: Negotiation only way for Mideast peace

and again said he knew nothing of 
any Saudi plan to cancel the visit 
out of displeasure at Washington’s 
arms sale policy. 

Deputy Press Secretary Bob 
Sims said the review is intended to 
discover “what would make cou- 
ntries in the region more secure,” 
adding it would include the role of 
arms sales in achieving security. 

Mr. Speakes, saying again he 
expects no fundamental change in 
U.S. policies and commitments in 
the region, said the review will 
cover the threat to the region 
posed by the Iran- Iraq war and by 
Libya’s foreign policy tactics. 

‘Vigilance against terrorism’ 

In his hearing before the Senate 
Foreign Relations Committee, 
Mr. Shultz also called for vigilance 
against what he called “serious 
terrorist threats” in the Middle 
East and elsewhere in the year 
ahead. 

He said that terrorism is “inc- 
reasingly part of a new int- 
ernational strategy resorted to by 
enemies of freedom” and “com- 
pletely innocent people" are 
among its targets. 

Mr. Shnifz promised that the 
United States would continue dip- 
lomatic efforts to promote pea- 
ceful solutions in the Middle East, 
“to end the conflicts in the Gulf, in 


Lebanon, and in the Sahara." 

He called President Reagan’s 
Middle East peace initiative of 
September 1982 “the most pro- 
mising route to a solution of the 
Palestinian problem.” 

In the year ahead, he said, the 
United States would be int- 
ensively engaged in “con- 
sultations with our Arab and Isr- 
aeli friends to explore opp- 
ortunities for progress." 

In his opening statement to the 
Senate Foreign Relations Com- 
mittee, Mr. Shultz said that 
“America is again in a position to 
have a major influence over the 
trend of events” in the world. 

America’s duty, he insisted, 
"must be to help shape the evo- 
lving trends in accordance with 
our ideals and interests; to help 
build a new structure of int- 
ernational stability that will ens- 
ure peace, prosperity and freedom 
for coming generations." 

Aid to Israel 

President Reagan informed Isr- 
aeli Defence Minister Yitzhak 
Rabin Wednesday that the adm- 
inistration will seek a $400 million 
increase in military aid for Israel, 
to $ 1 .8 billion when it submits the 
budget to Congress next week but 
still has not decided on the level of 
economic assistance it will ask, the 
White House said. 

Mr. Reagan, according to White 
House officials, told Mr. Rabin 


that he was pleased with the pla- 
nned withdrawal from Lebanon 
and emphasised U.S. hopes that 
through Israeli-Lebanese talks, 
held in the Lebanese town of 
Naqoura. some arrangement for a 
U.N. troop presence might still be 
found. 

Mr. Reagan also assured Mr. 
Rabin that there will be no neg- 
otiations with the Soviets and that 
the United States does not favour 
any type of international peace 
conference on the Middle East 
situation. Mr. Speakes said. 

During a Washington press con- 
ference following his talks with 
Mr. Reagan, Mr. Rabin said if Isr- 
ael can achieve its three priority 
goals, “there will be a chance to 
expand the peace process" in the 
long run. 

• Israels priorities are: economic 
recovery, without reducing its mil- 
itary posture; finding a solution to 
the Lebanese crisis; and "bringing 
about a wanning up of relations 
between Egypt and Israel”, acc- 
ording to Mr. Rabin. 

Having met with President 
Reagan, Mr. Shultz and Secretary 
of Defence Weinberger as well as 
with members of Congress, Mr. 
Rabin indicated that he has found 
"a readiness to support Israel in 
this crucial period of our life” and 
a readiness to assist Israel in ach- 
ieving its “goals." 

When questioned about pos- 
sible expansion of the peace pro- 
cess, the defence minister said 


"peace cannot be imposed," exp- 
laining that Israel cannot impose 
peace on other Arab countries, 
nor can they impose peace on Isr- 
ael. Mr. Rabin would not tie him- 
self to a time table for peace in the 
region and said, instead, “the que- 
stion is what to do and how to 
create opportunities for a chance 
to expand the peace process." 

Mr. Rabin also said Israel would 
not accept responsibility for any 
outbreak of sectarian strife that 
might follow its troop pullback in 
Lebanon. 

Mr. Rabin accused Syria of ref- 
using to let Lebanon allow United 
Nations forces to take over ter- 
ritory vacated by Israel. 

“Israel wants to give back ter- 
ritory, no conditions attached," he 
told the news conference. "We 
want one thing — to hand it (over) 
in an orderly way. If the United 
Nations can do nothing about it — 
well, too bad." 

The Israeli government has agr- 
eed to a three-phase troop pullout 
from southern Lebanon, with the 
first phase to be completed by 
Feb. 18. 

Mr. Rabin, declaring that Israel 
would meet the Feb. 18 deadline, 
said if arrangements were not 
made for an orderly handover, “ I . 
warn the Lebanese government 
and the United Nations that they 
will be responsible... (for) wha- 
tever can happen in Lebanon 
when havoc (and) disorder pre- 
van." 
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Vatanen beats Roehrl to 


win Monte Carlo RaKy 


MONTE CARLO (R) — Finland's Ari Vatanen ove- 
rcame an eight-minute time penalty to steer his Peu- 
geot 205 Turbo to victory over arch-rival Walter 
Roehrl of West Germany in the 53rd Monte* Carlo 
Rally Friday. 


As dawn crept over the Med- 
iterranean, Vatanen completed 
the last time trial and crossed the 
finish in this tiny principality five 
minutes 17 seconds ahead of 
four-times winner Roehrl in his 
four-wheel-drive Audi Quattro. 

The two had exchanged the lead 
three times during the event, with 
Vatanen being penalised eight 
minutes on Wednesday for clo- 
cking in too early at a checkpoint. 

That temporarily lost him the 
lead. But for the last two days the 
Finn used the power of his turbo- 
powered Peugeot to best effect on 
the dry roads. 

Roehrl. by comparison, was 
unable to benefit from the lee- 
chlike grip of the four-wheel drive 
Audi, which performs better on 
wet or icy surfaces. 

Finland’s Timo Salonen und- 
erlined Peugeot’s emergence as 
the dominant team in rallying by 


steering his 205 Turbo into third 
place, while France's Bruno Saby 
was fifth. 

It was Peugeot’s fourth con- 
secutive rally victory, following 
wins for 205 Turbos in the final 
three events of last season — the 
1 .000 Lakes, the San Remo Rally 
and the British Rally. 

Citroen, who entered their 
four-wheel drive Visa, finished 
with two drivers in the top ten — 
Jean-Claude Andruet, who was 
eighth, and Maurice Chomat in 
10th. 

Vatanen said Friday after his 
victory that a wise choice of tyres 
gave him the edge over arch-rival 
Walter Roehrl in the most exciting 
contest for years. 

He said tyre choice for the sec- 
tion over hazardous snowbound 
roads was critical. The wrong dec- 
ision would have given the race to 
Roehrfs four-wheel-drive Audi 


Quattro. 

“I finally opted for snow tyres 
with studs. I quickly realised that I 
had been right," Vatanen said. 

“I saw RoetorL who chose mixed 
racing tyres, almost at a standstill 
'and the expression on his face said 
it alL 1 knew then that victory was 
mine."

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S. Arabia reasserts grip on OPEC, leads price cuts 


GENEVA (Agencies) ’—Saudi Arabia has reasserted 
its authority within OPEC, forcing the oil group to 
face market realities by cutting prices at the cost of 
an outward show of unity. 

ft was only the second time, in 
the 25-year history of the Org- 
anisation of Petroleum Exporting 
Countries (OPEC), that a price 
reduction had been decided. 

But Wednesday's move, sup- 
ported by nine member states and 
opposed by three, with one abs- 
tention, exposed deep rifts bet- 
ween pragmatists and a core of 
hardliners which apparently have 
yet to adapt to the end of the oil 
boom, and believe they still have 
power to dictate world o2 prices. 

The cut, by a modest 29 cents a 
barrel in OPECs average wei- 
ghted price,, fell far short of the 
dramatic $5 price slash agreed in 
March 1 983, after oil markets sta- . 
rted tumbling. 

But the cost has been heavy for 
a once-proud cartel which places 
high priority on projecting a uni- 
ted front 

“The Saudis,' after much pat- 
ience, have flexed their muscle to 
ensure OPECs survival, even at 
the cost of a dented public image," 
a Western diplomat observing the 
talks said. 

The general price cut stemmed 
from steps to narrow the gap bet- 
ween OPECs official prices laid 
down for high-q uality, light crudes 
and the cheaper, heavier grades 
which have enjoyed a sales adv- 
antage following changes in dem- 
and and improvements in refining 
techniques. 

The price scale led to a crisis for 
OPEC last October when Nigeria, 
reacting to undercutting by North 
Sea producers trying to keep cus- 
tomers while free markets cru- 
mbled. broke with OPEC and uni- 
laterally sliced prices. 

To prevent a free-for-all price 
war, OPEC members battled thr- 
ough a series of emergency talks to ' 
map out a strategy aimed at pro- 
tecting average prices while Bri- 
tain and Norway floated ideas to 
link their North Sea prices to weak 
free markets. 

* After endless Haggling, Saudi 
Arabia, marshalling the support of 
its Gulf colleagues' and other 
OPEC moderates, has driven a 
hard bargain to reach the target, 
demanding major cuts in light 
crude prices rather than hiking 
heavy grades. 

Crude oil traders describe the 
accord, opposed by pricehawks 
Iran, Algeria and Libya, as per-’ 
haps ttite' msdt credible action 
taken by OPEC since its s 1983" 
cuts. 

“Real issues have overcome 
public relations and image.” one 
remarked. 

The dissension seems less imp- 
ortant than the success of the for- 
mula in bringing back Nigeria into 
the OPEC fold, persuading it to 
raise prices to the last known Bri- 
tish official levels. 

Whereas the Nigerian und- 
ercutting undermined OPEC s 
pricing structure, the stubborn bid 
by the three dissenters to charge 
more than the markets would bear 
was viewed as having harmed only 
‘themselves. 

“ Gulf members set tough terms, 
kept to them, and have left the 
dissenters at the menty of die 


markets. It shouldn’t be long bef- 
ore they have to lower prices," 
said one trader. 

Although oil analysts and mar- 
kets interpreted the accord as a' 
positive attempt by leading OPEC 
states to face new market cha- 
llenges, anxiety persists over whe- 
ther Nigeria will last the course. - 

Sjpumours have begun to cir- 
culate that Nigeria’s return to the 
OPEC price system is conditional, \ 
and depends on the North Sea - 
producers holding that line and 
dropping ideas to relate its charges 
to free markets. 

“In that sense, the agreement is 
fragile. Another Nigerian bre- 
akaway to match any British price 
cuts could scuttle it,” one OPEC 
delegate said. 

Deal boosts spot market 
prices bnt doubt lingers 

Reacting to the accord. North 
Sea oil prices firmed on the Eur- 
. ope an spot market Thursday with 
buyers apparently ignoring doubts 
in the oD industry that it will res- 
tore long-tennstabiUty. 

An early buying spree pushed 
the price of Britain’s Brent grade 
crude oil up 40 U.S. cents to 
S26.75 per barrel for delivery in 
March compared with JVed- 
' nesday’s closing level — but this 
was still SI .90 below the last off- 
icial price. 

Although the deal was viewed 
•positively in the Gulf and some 
financial markets, traders, said the 
refusal of OPEC hardliners to cut 
their official prices to bring them 
more in line with free- market lev- 
els was unsettling. 

A London broker told Reuters, 
in commenting oh the rise in Rot- ‘ 
terdarn prices: “I don't see what 
difference this agreement makes. 
They (the buyers) must be naive.” 

Official moves by OPEC obs- 
erver countries Mexico and Egypt 
reacting to the deal were not exp- 
ected until the weekend. 

In Vienna the official OPECNA 
news agency Thursday quoted 
Nigerian Oil Minister Tam 
David- West as saying that the new_ 
price for Nigerian Bonny light of’ 
$28.65 a barrel was a warning to 
Britain not to destabilise the mar- 
ket. 

The state-owned British Nat- 
ional Ofl ’Corporation (BNOC). 
which markets half of the cou- 
ntry's North Sea oil, has not ann- 
ounced official prices since they 
lapsed at the end of 1984. The last 
official price for Brent crude was 
$28.65. 

“OPEC has now pitched the 
Nigerian Bonny light against 
North Sea Brent as a warning that 
the oil market should not be des- 
tabilised,” the Nigerian minister 
was quoted as saying. 

He said it would be in Britain’s 
interests to cooperate, the agency 
added. 

Britain has been under intense 
pressure from OPEC, in particular 
Saudi Arabia, not to destabilise 
the oil marker by switching to 
free-market pricing. 

The country’s leading financial 


newspaper, the Financial Times, 
said Thursday that opinion in the 
oil market was that BNOC should 
leave its price unchanged at' 
$28,65 a barrel, in line with the 
increased price of Nigeria's Bonny 
light 

Industry sources told Reuters 
that in the wake of this month’s 
sterling crisis, which was agg- 
ravated by fe.ars of lower oil pri- 
ces, the government had issued 
instructions'to BNOC not to rock 
the boat Sterling has shown a fir- 
mer tone since the OPEC agr- 
eement which was better than 
some analysts had feared. 

In Rotterdam traders said the 
Soviet Union, a significant sup- 
plier of crude to West Eruope, was 
unlikely to cut its price. 

Traders' reactions in all major 
centres focused on OPEC output 
and the monitoring proposed to 
ensure members do not cheat by. 
exceeding their production quo- 
tas. 

One- industry observer in Bah- 
rain said: “Now they have the 
price question solved, they must 
concentrate on keeping their pro- 
duction quotas.” These now total 
16 million barrels a day. 

Buz in New York analysts said 
OPECs strategy aimed at boo- 
sting prices through controls on 
production was based on an inc- 
omplete understanding of str- 
uctural changes in oil markets. 

Traders in Tokyo pinpointed 
Iran, a major suppUer of crude to 
Japan, .as another unsettling, inf- 
luence on the free market. 

Iran still ‘needs oil revenue to 
finance its war against Iraq . It will 
have to keep selling, crude oil at 
discounted prices to make up for 
the dangers to t anke rs sail mg the 
Gulf, they said. 

The start of the OPEC meeting 
this week was interrupted with a 
walkout by United Arab Emirates 
Oil Minister Mana Said A1 Oteiba 
who accused Nigeria of thr- 
eatening OPEC by exceeding its 
output ceiling. By the end of the 
meeting there was hardly a men-' 
tion of that issue after Nigeria, was 
brought back into the fold and 
persuaded to raise its prices. 

Britain to watch market 
before taking decision 

Meanwhile. OPECs new agr- 
eement on prices has been wel- 
comed by Britain as going some 
way towards calming a jittery 
market. 

But sources in London told 
OPECNA: “Don’t expect an early 
dectsion on official British crude 
price levels." ■ ' . “ 

A spokesman for BNOC ind- 
icated that the U.K. would wait to 
■ see how the market reacted to the 
•OPEC accord before making any 
further move. 

The spokesman stated: “ We are 
obviously studying the OPEC 
communique and we will review 
, our position, but I don’t think any- 
thing very startling on precipitate 
will be announced immediately. 
We will have to see what effect this 
has on the market ” 

The BNOC spokesman said the 
corporation had “no specific dea- • 
dline" to settle on a price. “We 
can go on as we are. but obviously 
it is a pretty unsatisfactory pos- 
ition as far as our clients are con- 
cerned." he conceded. 


He said because of the “tur- 
moil” in the market, feNOC sup- 
pliers had been' promised a new 
price for January later in the new 
year, “but because the OPEC

Analyst 
weighs 
effects 
on Jordan 

AMMAN — Though members of 
OPEC (the Organisation of Pet- 
roleum Exporting Countries) bave 
failed to reach consensus on oil pri- 
ces. the only concrete result that 
emerged is an official cut in Saudi 
light crude from $29 to $28 per 
barrel. 

Jordan, which imports more 
than 85 per cent of its oB from 
Saudi Arabia (the rest comes from 
Iraq), may feel that this dev- 
elopment is bound to cat its oil bill 
by nearly 3.4 per cent. Bat the ris- 
ing value of the U.S. dollar, now 
worth almost 410 fils, makes this 
cut in the biD in form only and not 
in practice, because the Jordanian 
treasury's subsidy for oQ imports 
is calculated in dollars and not in 
Jordanian currency, Mr. Fahed 
Fanek 1 wrote Thursday. 

He said that the cost of baying a 
barrel of oD at $28 now is pra- 
ctically more costly than, pur- 
chasing it at $29 on March 31, 1984 
when the index price came into eff- 
ect. 

Jordan pays for part of its oil 
purchases through financial cre- 
dits from Islamic hnnirc In add- 
ition the' cost of transporting the 
crude through Tapline at the rate 
of $1.3a barrel, brings to $25 mil- 
lion the total annual cost of tra- 
nsporting the o0 to Jordan from 
Saudi Arabia. 

Observers say that the result of 
the Geneva meeting may bring 
about a “price war** between 
OPEC member nations on the one 
hand and the North Sea oil pro- 
ducers on the other, in addition to 
a dispute between OPEC members 
themselves which could lead to a 
further reduction of oil prices. 

Such war if it really starts could 
adversely affect Arab oQ countries 
because other oil producing nat- 
ions which had been selling oQ at 
reduced rates had actually seized 
most of the world markets. The- 
refore, if Saudi Arabia' knd its sis- 
ter Arab states launch a successful 
oB price war they could bring the 
prices down to $25 or even $20 a 
barrel and this wBl undoubtedly 
increase the Arab countries’ share 
in oO markets and so increase their 
overall revenues. 

Jordan is practically facing a 
dilemma because any decrease in 
oD prices is bound to help it cut its 
bill of imported crude oil in as 
much as a drop in oB prices is har- 
mful because it would eventually 
reduce Arab countries’ financial 
assistance to Jordan. 

A reduced oil price coupled with 
a successful Arab oD price war that 
would ensure control by the Arabs 1 
of the world oil markets, remains 
the most ideal solution, Mr. Fanek 
concluded.

The spokesman added: “Whe- 
ther we shall get discipline back in 
the market as a result of Lhis new 
accord, only time will tell. But we 
have a new situation, and at least 
‘the meeting didn’t fulfil some of 
the worst fears and break up in 
total disarray.” 

“Obviously, if OPEC adheres 
to its 16 million b/d production 
ceiling, and if stock drawdowns 
are accelerating at the rates that 
have been claimed, there must 
come a time when there will 'be a 
squeeze on supply,” he concluded. 

Soeharto says decisions 
were best to stem fall 

In Jakarta Indonesian President 
Soeharto said Thursday that the 
decisions made were the best in 
the face of the present world oil 
market situation where prices 
were showing a continuous dow- 
nward trend. 

The president said the OPEC 
decision was necessary to prevent 
oil prices from dropping. 

As of Feb. 1. Indonesia will cut 
the price of its Minas crude to 
$28.53 per barrel, which will res- 
ult in a loss of revenue of about 
$325 million this year rep- 
resenting 1.7 per cent of the total 
domestic earnings estimated for 
the 1985-86 fiscal year, which 
begins on April 1. 

In terms of foreign exchange 
earnings, the cut in the Minas 
crude price would mean a loss of 
about $300 million this year, or 
about 1 .4 percent of the total for- 
eign exchange revenues. 

Iraq describes move 
as significant 

In Baghdad Iraqi Oil Minister 
Qassim Taki A1 Oraibi has des- 
cribed the OPEC conference as a 
“Significant step towards bringing 
stability to the world oil markets." 

He' said the Geneva decisions 
were "resolute and final" and 
•ruled ouran emergency meeting 
of the -oil ministers, unless “new 
developments” in ihe oil market 
took place. 

“The new decisions will remain 
effective until OPECs for- 
thcoming ordinary conference 
scheduled for July 22 in Geneva," 
he added. 

The minister did not rule out 
OPEC undergoing “further pre- 
ssures in the near future”, aimed 
at forcing it to make new cutbacks 
in oil prices. 

. -“We have to be cautious eno- 
-ugh to defend our interests and* 
make no more concessions under 
the justification of a weakening oil 
market,” he stated. 

He said prevailing conditions in 
the world oil market would make 
it “inevitable,” for member cou- 
ntries, which objected to the Gen- 
eva decisions, to comply with 
them. 

Mr. A1 Oraibi said at the Gen- 
eva meeting that Iraq had tried to 
bring about a unanimous decision 
on posted prices, but there was no 
possibility of adopting a una- 
nimous stand. 

Algeria ready to 
accept compromise 

In Geneva, the Algerian oil 


minister said that Algeria is ready 
to accept a compromise on dif- 
ferentials provided it is “not far' 
from its position”. 

Mr. Belkacem Nabi explained 
ihat the Algerian position had 
been based mainly on a study car- 
ried out by his country which sho- 
wed that the maximum difference 
between the heaviest and the lig- 
htest crudes should be $1 .50. 

He added that Algeria was not 
ready to accept an option which 
penalised the Algerian people. 

The minister pointed out that 
Algeria had made sacrifices dur- 
ing the post two years for the sake 
of OPEC unity. 

He suggested that all OPEC 
member countries should hold a 
fresh dialogue to consider “the 
common and not individual int- 
erests”, and find a solution acc- 
eptable to ail. 

Oteiba says prices wQl stabilise 
ii few weeks 


In Abu Dhabi Dr. Oteiba said 
Thursday night the oil market 
should stabilise in the next few 
weeks. 

“I hope that the results of the 
new accord will be seen soon, wit- 
hin the next few weeks, and the. 
market will start to stabilise." he 
told Reuters on return from Gen- 
eva. 

Dr. Oteiba said the UAE would 
start implementing the new prices 
from Feb. 1 as stipulated in ihe 
agreement, under which the 
UAE's main oil. Murban, would 
be brought down to $28.15 per 
barrel from 529.30. He said the 
price of other UAE oil grades 
would be decided according to the 
Murban price. 

Kuwait forecasts 
dramatic improvement 


The Kuwaiti oil minister said 
that OPEC deliberations have 
been “extremely successful” in 
narrowing the price gap between 
the heavy and light grades of crude 
oil. 

He forecast a “dramatic” imp- 
rovement in the world oil market 
by the end of February. 

He said the proposals adopted 
at the meeting would lead to a new 
oil pricing structure “truly ref- 
lecting current and future market 
positions". 

Sheikh AJi Khalifa Al Sabah 
expressed regret that the pricing 
decisions reached were not una- 
•nimous. but pointed out that the 
differences of opinion by some 
ministers were narrow “and we 
hope to overcome them soon”. 

Sheikh Al Sabah stressed: “Wc 
will try within weeks to bridge the 
gap and produce a realistic market 
formula.” 

He said: “It is the volume of 
traded oil that is going to affect the 
market most 1 am heartened by 
the fact that even the market 
thinks positively of the agreement, 
from the first indications we 
have.” 

“I am convinced more than at 
any time in the past that the mar- 
ket, if we sustain production, will 
improve dramatically towards the 
second half of February," he con- 
cluded.

WASHINGTON (R) — Soviet 
President Konstantin Chernenko 
has again attacked President Rea- 
gan’s “Star Wars” defence system 
but also said the stage is set for 
fruitful arms talks due to open 
next month in Geneva. 

Mr. Chernenko, in a written 
response to questions from the 
Cable News Network (CNN), rei- 
terated Moscow’s frequent charge 
that Star Wars — offi cially known 
as the Strategic Defence Initiati ve 
(SDI) — would lead to an arms 
race in space. 

“The militarisation of outer 
space would not mean... the end of 
the process of nuclear arms lim- 
itation and reduction but would 
become a catalyst of an unc- 
ontrolled arms race in all dir- 
ections," Mr. Chernenko said. 

A U.S. official, who declined to 
be identified, said the Soviet lea- 
der’s comments “reflect con- 
tinuing Soviet efforts to distort the 
true purposes” of the SDI pro- 
gramme to develop a space-based 
missile defence system. 

Despite his tough comments on 
Star Wars, Mr. Chernenko held 
out hope that U.S.-Soviet dif- 
ferences, while not small, were 
“surmountable”. 

But he accused the Reagan 
administration of mounting a pub- 
licity campaign to prepare the 
American public for years of fru- 
itless negotiations. 

“ What is required is goodwill on 
the other side, willingness for rea- 
sonable compromises and strict 
observance of the principle of 
equality and equal security.” he 
said.
